Lebanese/Fedayeen Clash: Lebanese army elements and fedayeen

clashed at refugee camp sites on the rim of Beirut yesterday. Lebanese

forces moved quickly, using tank support, to surround the sites and

localize fighting, and to strengthen overall security in the capital. Our

embassy described the situation as not characteristic of a full-scale

confrontation and they are reliably told that President

Frangie is determined to eorAvt the fedayeen . In a

related development, a number of rockets were reportedly fired at

our ambassador 's residence., also outside the city, missing the target

and causing no damage.
